Columbus, 0., January 4—(Special.)—So far as surface_appear- 
ances indicate, the anti-Hanna organization strengthened its 
lines today. Though morning papers carried specials from Chi- 
cago in which Senator Burke was quected as saying that he 
would return today and give the republicans control of the sen- 
ate, he took his seat in that body when it convened at 10 a. m., 
and voted with thedemocrats on every party matter, proving 
conclusively that there was a pérfect understanding between 
him and the democratic managers, if any one doubted it. 

The Hanna Mm Ts are working more secretly now than 
hitherto. Up to last night their headquarters have been open, 
and anyone who wished could enter. Now only the reception 
room is open. The other apartments of the headquarters are 
closed, and the work now being done is conducted behind 
lucked doors. 

They are now drumming up republican opposition to the 
course, of Governor Bushnell and Charles L. Kurtz in all parts 
of the state. Letters from county chairmen and editors of 
republican newspapeers urging the election of Hanna fill page 
after page of the local republican organ. 

Today the first of.a series of county delegations was 
brought to town to wait upon Governor Bushnell and expostu- 
late with him in regard to his course in the senatorial matter. 
This delegation was brought from Clarke county, Governor 
Bushnell’s home, and was expected for this reason to have 
effective influence upon the governor and the obstreperous re- 
publican members. There were seventy-five persons in the del- 
egation, and headed by a brass band, they marched into the 
state capitol, the band playing, and on into the governor's 
room.

spokesman for the delegation. He made a long speech to the 
governor, saying it wus the opinion of the republicans of his 
county that he as governor and head of the party in the state, 
Ought not to be opposing the election of Senator Hanna, who 
was nominated by the state ccavention of the party.

He said he did not know that such a conference had 
been held; He expreessed the belief that the members of the 
house and senate should settle the question of a senator and 
that all others should remain out of the fight. 

“Until today,” said he, ‘‘my republicanism has never been 
questioned.’’ ;

Kansas City, Mo., January 4.—After 
about three months of inactivity Kansas 
City’s train robbers scored another brilliant 
achievement tonight. This time the Kan- 
sas City, Pittsburg and Gulf road !s the 
sufferer. 

The company’s Port Arthur express 
special, which left the company’s depot 
here at 640 o’clock tonight, was robbed 
before it had passed beyond the city limits. 
Two men, whom no one but the .xpress 
messenger seems to have seen, climbed into 
the express car as the train left the depot. 
They overpowered the messenger, bound 
and gagged him and rifled the car before 
the train came to a stop. 

When the train slowed up at a railroad 
crossing known as Air-Line Junction, near 
the southeastern limits of the city, they 
climbed out of the car and disappeared. 
Nothing was known of the robbery until a 
negro train porter entered the car and 
found the helpless express messenger. 

At this hour nothing is known as to the 
amount of booty secured. 

After the train had been stopped and 
others of the crew had come forward and 
released the express messenger it was 
found that the robbers had rified the local 
safe, taking from it everything of value. 
They had made no effort to disturb the 
through safe. 

From Air-Line Junction a telegraphic ac- 
count of the robbery was sent to the city 
and the train proceeded south. 

Wells-Fargo officials stated that there 
was not much of value in the local safe 
and that $200 or $300 would probably cover 
the company’s loss. 1n police circles, how- 
ever, the impression prevails that the rob- 
bers secured several thousand dollars in 


money and jewelry.

SYMPATHY TOOK PLACE OF LAW. 


Arbitrator Rules Against Americans 
Who Want Damages from Mexico. 


Washington, January 4—The cause of 
arbitration in the settlement of claims be- 
tween nations has received a severe check 
in the award of the arbitrator in the case of 
Oberlander and Messenger, who claim $50,- 
000 and $25,000, respectively, for ill treat- 
ment by the Mexican authorities. 

The arbitrator was the Argentine minister 
at Madrid, Senor Quesada, and his decision 
was in favor of the Mexican government 
and against the American claimants. 

The discouraging feature of the decision 
is that in making the dpcision the arbitra- 
tor apparently overlooked every point of 
law, according to the English standards, 
and decided the case with reference to his 
sympathies. 

Oberlander was a deputy sheriff in Cali- 
fornia, and was kidnaped and taken 
across the border by Mexican officers. Mrs. 
Messenger, in whose house he had taken 
refuge, was ill treated. The arbitrator, it 
is said, ignored the facts and reasoned 
that because the United States government 
had not recognized the rights of the Chi- 
nese government to indemnity for the kill- 
ing of Chinese at Rock Springs, Wyo., while 
insisting upon indemnity for losses sustain- 
ed by the American missionaries in China, 
we could not expect to have an indemnity 
awarded our citizens in such cases as this.

New York, January 4.—One of the most 
remarkable wills ever filed in the office of 
the surrogate is that of Henry Moorehouse 
Taber, offered for probate to@ay.

LUNATIC PULLS PISTOL 


-AIDFRES OH POWEL 


Usborne, the Notorious Atlanta Murderer, Escapes 
from State Lunatic Asylum, 


SUPERINTENDENT'S CLOSE CALL FOR LIFE

Desperado Dashes fom the Dancing Hall While Revellng 
with the Asylum Lunatics, and Is Now at Large, 


COVERS HIS KEEPERS WITH A PISTOL AND FIRES 


While Runnirg Away He Encounters Dr. Powell, 
the Eminent Physician and Superintendent, 
and Fires Twice at Him--Thrilling Story 
of the Criminal Career of Osborne. 
Atlanta Officers on Look Out. 


Milledgeville, Ga., January 4.—(Special.)—The Atlanta luna. 
tic, B. H. Osborne, gave Dr. T. O. Powell, superintendent of 
the asylum, a close shave for his life last night. 

The infuriated man then escaped and is still at large. 

A masquerade dance was given in the amusement hall of the 
female convalescent building for the patients and Osborne was 
present. Shortly before the danée was over Osborne wished to 
retire from the hall, and did so with an attendant on either 
side of him. Immediately after he got out of the building 
he suddenly jerked loose from his companions, and to their 
astonishment ex ibited a pisto!, which he drew from his cloth- 
ing. They were dumfounded for the moment and before they 
could act he fired at them twice, but missing both marks; he 
then rushed off toward the main building. 

Dr. Powell was walking leisurely toward this building, 
where his apartments are located, and hearing the noise of the 
pistol and seeing the person fleeing, he turned and placed him- 
self squarely in his path. He at that time did not suspect that. 
it was a pa#ent. When the fying madman came to within a 
few feet of the doctor he deliberately fired directly at him, 
though he did not reduce his speed as he passed the doctor, and 


when just at his side, the second shot was fired. It is a miracle 


how either of the shots missed the mark. 

The escaped lunatic made his way out of the asylum in- 
closure and has not since been seen. There is strong reason to 
believe he is in the county and a vigorous search is being 
made by the authorities. After Osborne’s escape his room was 
carefully searched and a rope was found suspended from a win- 
dow long enough tO reach the ground, thus giving evidence 
either that he had planned his escape surreptitiously, but 
abandened that plan when the better oppertunity presented 
itself, or that he i:ad some connection with the outside world 
whereby he obtained the pistol. 4 

His means of procuring the pistol !s wrapt in mystery and 
there is not the siightest clew except as above stated. It is 
regarded as certain that either some villain from the outside 
or some employee furnished the weapon. But it is likely 
that if it was the latter it was involuntarily done, as it is pos- 
sible that Osoorne entered an attendant’s room stealthily and 
took it. 

Osborne will be remembered as the one who murdered 
Schrader, the lithographer, in Atlanta about two years ago. 
He put up a story that he imagined himself to be a dog and 
was quickly found insane. 

Dr. Powell is congratulated by all his friends in the city et 
his miraculous escape. 

There has been no reason since Oshorne’s coming to the 
asylum to suspect that he was at all dangerous and lately he 
has been allowed occasionally to attend the dances given weekly 
at the institution. On such occasions he was always accom- 
panied by two attendants, who were instructed to keep vigflant 
watch over him. 

The Atlanta police have been instructed to keep a sharp 
lookout for Osborne, as it was thought that he would probably 
make his way back to his old home. 

The chief of the Milledgeville police telegraphed to Chief 
Manly to look out fo r Osborne, as it was thought he was headed 
toward Atlanta. Both police watches yesterday were-instruct- 
ed to watch for themissing man. 

The police captains did not think that Osborne would come 
to Atlanta. They said he had too much sense to come to a place 
where he is so well known. Nearly every policeman in the city 
knows him by sight, and he will take great risks to come here. 

Ben II. Osborne, the Atlanta man who shot and killed 
Theodore Schrader eighteen months ago, has since been in the 


| state lunatic asylum. 


Uncer the cloud of insanity the murderer has for nearly 
two years rested secure from the gallows, and ut for his 
escape he might have spent the remainder of hie life in the 
asylum as a lunatic. Osborne played his part well He was 
one of the most tractable men in the aeylum, and when he made 
his sensational escape no one Was more surprised than the 
men who had been attending him for montha. 

Osborne’s crime was one both shocking and brutal. 

One summer afternoon last August, a year ago, he met 
Theodore Schrader on the street and sent five bullets into the 
man’s body. Schra der fell on the etreet and died instantly. 

When arrested, Osborne gave as his excuse that Schrader 
had sto'en his soul and given it to a dog. 

He was tried for lunacy, and after several experts, among 
them Dr. Knott and Dr. Jarnigan, had sworn that he was in- 
gane, he was so adjudged and senf® to the asylum. 

The verdict was that he should be sent to the asylum to 
stay until he was cured, and if ever cured he was to be tried 
on the charge of murder. Osborne was sent to the asylum, 
and haa been there until his escape Monday night. 

At the time of the killing a great many people thought 

‘amming Insanity. He said he had no excuse for 
the killing except tat Schrader had given his soul to a dog. 
It developed that Osborne was very angry with Schrader, be- 
cause the latter haddischarged him from the employ of the 
Atlanta Lithographing Company, of which Schrader was fore- 
man. When he was discharged he swore to kill Schrader. He 
sald that Schrader had worked to undermine him all along, and 
he would kill him for it. 

He truly kept his word. Late one Saturday afternoon @chra- 
Ger finished his wo-k and started to his home. He walked down 
to the corner of Loyd ard Alabama streets on his way. when 
he was suddenly confrogted by Osborne. Without a word, Os- 
borne fired the five fatal g¢hois. | 

ficers were looking for Osborne -when he killed Schrader. 
The day before the murder the friends of the man suspected 
that ne would do somethirg rash and swore out a writ of luna- 
cy for him. The papers were being prepared when the relatives 
of Osborne asked the officers to let them carry nim home, prom-

The next morning the officer -went with the papers to ar- 
rest Osborne, snd when he opened the door to the room where 
Osborne was locked up, he was startled by seeing Ostorne 
standing with a big ax ready to eplit his. head open.

One thing which tended to influence the helief that O«- 
borne was really insane was that he had been treated for men- 
al troubles by Dr. Hagan before the murder. At the time he 
was being treated he was was engaged to a very beautiful 
young lady. The girl loved him intensely, and though he was 
regarded as insane, she determined to marry him. Three weeks 
before the Schrader tragedy the marriage took place.

Now York, January 4.—Charles H. Byrne, 
Who was president of the Brooklyn Base- 
ball Club, died at his residence in this city 
today. 

Death was due to a complication of dis- 
eases. Mr. Byrne had been unconscious 
since Monday of last week and death had 
bean expected. 

The history of modern baseball is con- 
temporaneous with the active life of 
Charles Byrne, and to him has been given 
the credit for many of the features of the 
Same which have given it its national char- 
acter. Mr. Byrre received his education at 
St. Francis Xavier's college. After gradua- 
tion he engaged as a’ newspaper reporter. 
.In 1883. he branched out as a basebal! man- 
ager, as a member of the firm of Byrne, 
Taylor & Co., which organized the Brook- 
lyn team and entered the Interstate League. 

The Brooklyn clvb joined the American 
Association in 1884. Mr. Byrne caused a sen- 
Sation in 1885 when, having associated him- 
self with ‘Messrs. Abell & Doyle, he pur- 
chased the entire Cleveland League team, 
Paying therefor the sum of $10,000. Byrne 
also secured Collins, of Louisville, and 
Burns, of Baltimore, two crack outfielders. 

Even with this aggregation, Byrne was 
mot successful, and in 1886, ‘he bought out 
the entire Metropolitan team. This deal 
‘Was quickly followed by the purchase of 
Dave Foutz, Bushong and Bob Carruthers, 
from the St. Louis team for $20,009. 

Byrne's liberality and enterprise were re- 
warded by securing ,the pennant of the 
American Association in 1589. After this 
the Brooklyn club joined the league, when 
the Brotherhood revolt broke out. 

By his honesty and enterprise Mr. Byrne 
made the American Association a power 
and forced the National League to meet it 
halfway in a consolidation agreement.

St. Louis, Mo., January 4.—Whether or 
not John T. Brush and William H. Schmidt, 
of Indianapolis, are in St. Louis tonight 
cannot be stated as a certainty.’

Queen Victoria Sends a Bronze Statu- 
ette of Herself aes a Wedding 
Gift.

London, January 4—Lady Anne Coven- 
try, third daughter of the earl of Coventry, 
was married this afternoon at St. Peters 
church, Baton Square, to Prince Dhuleen 
Singh, son of the late maharajah of La- 
hore. 

The courtship of the prince and Lady 
Anne has been marked by opposition upon 
the part of the lady’s family, which was 
mainly overcome by the intervention of the 
prince of Wales. 

There was a large and distinguished com- 
pany present in the church. The decora- 
tions were elaborate, palms, ferns and 
white flowers being prominently displayed. 
The earl of Coventry gave his daughter 
away. The bridesmaids were Lady Doro- 
thy Coventry, sister of the bride, the Prin- 
cess Sophie Bamba Dhuleep Singh, Miss 
Van de Wyer, Lady Victoria Herbert and 
Miss Elspeth Campbell. Prince Frederick 
Dhuleep Singh was the best man. The ser- 
vice was choral. 

After the wedding there was a reception 
at the. Coventry’s house on Park Lane. 
Later the couple started for Paris. 

The presents were costly. The queen sent 
a brorze statuette of herself. 

Prince Victor Albert Jay Dhuleep Singh, 
who is thirty-two years of age, is the 
grandson of that East Indian prince whose 
struggle against the British earned for him 
the title of ““‘The lion cf the Punjah.’’ The 
young prince’s father, the late maharajah 
of Lahore, fought against the British in 
India, but was eventually compelled to 
swear allegiance to Queen Victoria. He 
was allowed a pension of $200,000 a year, the 
revenues of Lahore being turned into the 
Indian treasury. Later the maharajah en- 
tered into negotiations with Russia, for 
which the British stopped his pension, The 
maharajah returned to his allegiance, was 
pardoned and his pension was restored. 
The famous Kohinoor diamond was for- 
merly the property of the late maharajah 
of Lahore. 

Prince Dhuleep Singh was educated in 
England and was for a time on the staff 
of General Sir John Ross, K. C. B., when 
the latter was in cOmmand of the British 
forces in Canada. The prince became quite 
prominent at Halifax and visited New York, 
Newport and Lenox. 

Lady Anne Coventry is the third daughter 
of the nirth earl of Coventry. She was 
born in 1874. Her brother, Viscount Deer- 
hurst, married Miss Virginia Bonynge, for- 
merly of California, and her first cousin, 
the earl of Craven, married Cornelia, 
daughter of Bradley Martin, of New York.

Quite a surprise was created th:s after- 
noon by the announcement that the Hanna 
men had changed their plan for a joint 
senatorial republican caucus tomorrow 
night, and that the fight will go on with- 
out any caucus decrees on either side. 

It is evident that the Hanna men will not 
compromise on Secretary Sherman, Assis- 
tant Seretary Day or any other one and 
that they will not show either their strengto 
or their weakness until the balloting begins 
next week. There will be daily and nightly 
conferences, but no more caucuses on either 
side, as the contest is so intense and so 
close that neither s‘de will show its hands. 
The lianna men claim several recruits from 
“the combine,’ but these men do not want 
to go into a caucus tomorrow night and 
then withstand the pressure for a week 
before the balloting begins. On the other 
hand, the opposition men afe jollifying over 
the recall of the caucus and insisting that 
it is a signal of distress. 

Both Sides Working Hard. 

Columbus, O., January 4—The political 
future of Senator Hanna is certainly to- 
night in a delicately poised balance. While 
there are now reported to be only nine 
dissenters among the eighty republican 
members, one in the senate and eight in 
the house, yet the really doubtful itist is 
limited to two or three. Some of the dis- 
senting repuvicans are not likely to ever 
be reconciled to Senator Hanna. They 
have bursed the bridges behind them and 
openly admit it. 

Representatives Grifith, of Union, and 
Joyce, of Guernsey, who voted with “the 
combine’ on the organization of the house, 
stated today that they would vote for 
Senator Hanna. This gives Hanna fifty- 
four in the house and seventeen in the 
senate, a total of seventy-one, or two short 
of the necessary majority. Droste, of Ham- 
ilton, who voted fur Boxwell for speaker, 
announced at tne time that he would sup- 
port Jeptha Gerrard, a silver republican, 
for senator, so that the net gain for Hanna 
to date over the vote on the organization is 
only one.

They also 
charge that he has been an ex-senator since 
the legislature met yesterday. As Senator 
Hanna was appointed when Secretary Sher- 
man went into the cabinet, article 2, sec- 
tion 2 of the statutes is being quoted as 
follows: rf 

“If vacancies (in the senate) happen by 
resignation or otherwise during the regess 
of the legislature of any state the execu- 
tion thereof may make temporary appoint- 
ments until the next meeting of the legisla- 
ture, which shall then fill such vacancies,” 

While this talk about Ohio now having 
only one senator proceeds the Hanna n.€n 
explain that they want the same action 
now as was accorded Senator Foraker two 
years ago. Foraker had been indorsed at 
the Zanesville state convention in 1834 for 
senator and was elected without any cau- 
cus or any republican opposition in the 
legislature. The Hanna men say they ask 
that the same ‘‘courtesy and loyalty’’ now 
prevail. The plank in the republican state 
platform adopted at Toledo last June is be- 
ing freely cited. It is as follows: 

“The thanks of the people of this estate 
are due to Senators Foraker and Hanna for 
their splendid efforts during the present 
session of congress and we congratulate the 
people on their representation in the United 
States senate. Desiring to continue ~uch 
representation and appreciating his ser- 
vices to the party and to the people of the 
state and nation and his eminent and 
proven fitness for the position we indorse 
the candidacy of Marcus A, Hanna for 
United States senator to succeed himself 
and pledge the support of the party in the 
next general assembly to his election to 
both the short and the long terms.” 

Late tonight the Hanna managers lost 
the two doubtful members that they had 
gained today, so that there is now no ma-~- 
terial change from;that of yesterday when 
the house stood to 538 against Hanna. 
This would give the senator only 70 votes 
On joint ballot, or three less than enough 
to elect. In connection with the change of 
Representative Griffith back to the anti- 
Hanna camp there are most scandalously 
sensational reports in circulation. Mr. Grif- 
fifth has been on both sides several times 
and has so pledged himself in writing. In 
these dispatches yesterday was un account 
of the Hanna workers spending Sunday 
night with Representative Griftith and of 
him sending at 3 a. m. for his wife to come 
from the Great Southern hotel to the Neil 
house to join him in a conference with the 
Hanna men. At 8 a m. the Kurtz men 
saw Mrs. Griffith and the all-night work 
of the Hanna men was undone just before 
her husband went to the statehouse on 
Monday morning to qualify as speaker 
pro tem. with the other candidates of the 
‘‘combine.”’ After the legislature was or- 
ganized Griffith had another night of con- 
ferences on both sides of the senatorial 
case and this morning he gave the Hanna 
men a written pledge over his name that 
he would vote for the senator. Later in the 
day he was seen by the opponents of Sen- 
ator Hanna and tonight he gave out the 
following as his latest proclamation on his 
position: 

“To the Public: It is due to the public 
and to myself that I make a statement of 
ny position on the senatorial matter. While 
it is true that the convention which nomi- 
nated me issued a resolution Tequesting me 
to support Senator Hanna, and while l, 
at various times during the campaign and 
since declared my intention to follow that 
request, and even promised a dozen or more 
of my constituents in Mr. Hanna's head- 
quarters on Monday of this week that I 
would do so, I have, however, since learn- 
ing the particulars of the indignities heaped 
upon my wife Monday morning, reached 
the conclusion that I would be untrue to 
my manhood should I cast my vote for a 
man who either uses or employs such 
methods. and shall resent the indignities 
and insults heaped upon myself and friends 
and also do a service for my state and 
country by voting for a republican other 
than Mr. Hanna for United States senator. 

“Notwithstanding the threats that have 
been made to me that I cannot return and 
live-in Union county if I do not vote for 
Mr. Hanna, it was my hope that the good 
people who have honored me with their 
confidence and whom I love and honor will 
uphold me in this determination that can- 
not under any circumstances now be 
changed. J. E. GRIFFITH.” 

When a copy of the statement purporting 
to come from Representative Griffith was 
shown to Senator Hanna this evening, he 


said: 

“I do not believe Mr. Griffith ever made 
this statement, because it is not true. It is 
represented to me that he is an honorable 
man and therefore I shall not believe withn- 
out some further evidence that he ever made 
or authorized any such statement.’’

Just what matters of importance are to 
be considered during the year cannot be 
told, with the exception of those that have 
already been agitated. The new body will 
doubtless be conservative, prompted solely 
by the city’s interests and the people’s 
good. The members are among Atlanta’s 
most public spirited citizens, and the ca- 
reer of every councilman will be watched 
with interest. 

The various committees, as appointed by 
Meyor Collier Monday, seem to give gener- 
.al satisfaction. The different chairmen are 
well satisfied with the work prescribed for 
them to do. They will soon become famil- 
lar with their duties, and the council will 
be in full swing in the very near future. 

The prospects for the erection of an Ala- 
bama or Mitchell street bridge are better 
than ever before. Alderman Turner, who 
was made chairman of the bridge commit- 
tee to succeed Councilman Camp, is as 
heartily in favor of affording the west 
side peop!e some outlet as his predecessor. 
He believes it nothing but justice to the 
taxpayers in this locality that they be 
given a better thoroughfare to the city. 

“T am not fully in the harness yet,’’ said 
Dr: Turner yesterday, ‘“‘but I expect to go 
ri'ght to work with my committee and make 
such advancement as is expedient at this 
time, I am heartily in favor of the erec- 
tion of a bridge across the railway tracks, 
and favor the Mitchell street site rather 
than the Alabama street. Our committee 
will get to work right away, and although 

we have not yet outlined any definite 
policy, we hope to give the city profitable 
legislation.”’ 

Mayor Collier’s recommendation appro- 
‘ priating $50,000 for the erection of this 
bridge does not exactly meet the views of 
Councilman Ed Peters, who was reappoint- 
ed chairman of the finance committee. 

“T think that ‘amount isa _ Little too 
much,” said he yesterday. ‘“‘The roads 
should be made to pay half the expense, 
and I do not think the bridge will cost 
$100,000. I believe, however, the viaduct will 
be built in the near future.” — 

Councilman Adair, chairman of the com- 
mittee on salaries, is heartily in favor of 
raising the salaries of the school teachers, 
policemen, firemen, sanitary officers and 
departmental clerks, if the city treasury 
will permit. This department of the munic- 
ipal government will be well managed un- 
der his direction. 

A large number of the councilmen are 
loud in their praises of the mayor’s annual 
message.

MORE ACRES IN WHEAT. 


Interesting Crop Estimates Have Been 
Compiled for the New Year. 


New York, January 4.—The special crop 
report of The New York Journal of Com- 
merce and Commercial Bulletin says: 

Final reports make the area of winter 
wheat 26,663,000, as compared with 9.959, 900 
acres harvested last year, an increase of 
11.4 per cent. 

There has been a material increase in 
wheat seeding in the southern states, Cue 
to the low price of cotton. The increases 
are: North Carolina 20 per cent, South 
Carolina 15, Alabama 17, Mississippi 22 
Louisiana 20, Texas 19, Arkansas 22, Ten- 
nessee 20 and Kentucky 15 per cent. 

Favorable weather during December !m- 
proved the conditions of wheat. The pres- 
ent average is 87.8 per cent, as against S4.1 
per cent last month. 

This indicates about 14.6 bushels per acre, 
with an aggregate winter wheat yield of 
about 390,000,000 bushe-s. 

According to the January returns there 
are 240,000,000 bushels of wheat held cn 
farms, which is 41.3 per cent of last year’s 
production. On the corresponding date last 
year there were held, in the same position, 
190,000,000 bushels. 

Present estimated supply of wheat in all 
positions 315,000,000 bushels. Domestic re- 
quirements for bread to next July 150,000,000 
bushels, and for spring seeding say 2),00,- 
060 bushels more—in a!l 170,000,000 bushels, 
leaving a surplus for export during the en- 
Suing six months and for home reserves at 
the end of June of 145,000,000 bushels.

At $ o’clock the maskers enter, circle the 
hall and form double lines; the captain’s 
whistle sountls and each masker chooses his 
fair partner, glides off into a waltz (re- 
served only for the maskers) and the ball 
begins. This dance is supposed to gettle 
the future belleship of the debutantes, and 
the happy ‘“‘bud’’ whe is recipient of most 
attention on New Year’s eve is a marked 
feature of that season. 

The Strikers claim to be the doyens of 
Creole mysticism and members of their or- 
der are said to have originated the now 
world-famed ‘‘Mystick Krewe of Comus” of 
New Orleans. Their ball of this year is de- 
scrided as handsome and more unique than 
ever before; in proof perhaps that Yellow 
Jack is impotent to fright the merry mon- 
arch of earnival.

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Atlanta Weather Predictions Are New 
Made in Washington. 


A Kite Station Will Probably Be Es- 
tablished Hers in the Near 
Future. 


Atlanta’s weather is now manufactured 
in Washington. The forecasts are directed 
by Chief of the United States Weather 
Bureau Moore. 

This interesting fact has never been made 
known to the public, but the change has 
been in operation for some time. The 
change has made the office of forecast of- 
ficla] at this place a mere figurehead. 
Tihs place is held by Mr. J. B. Marbury, 
who simply signs his name to Mr. Moore’s 
predictions. 

Formerly the local ‘predictions were made 
here. When Yr. Park Morrill was fore- 
cast official for Atlanta he furnished the 
city with predic¥ons. He made his predic- 
tions upon local conditions and local indi- 
cations and as a general thing his fore- 
casts were correct. Now the two weatner 
observers—Messrs. McDonough and Hardin 
—take the observations, record their in- 
formation and the forecast official sends it 
to Washington, where the forecasts are 
then made. The new method of making pre- 
dictions affects not only Atlanta, but every 
other city where there is a weather bureau. 
The forecast official] here isn’t a prophet at 
all, for he simply promulgates the weather 
decisions arrived at in Washington. The 
weather observer's duties still remain the 
same. This officia] is a necessary figure in 
the great weather department of the United 
States. 

How long the Washington authorities will 
continue making prophecies for the entire 
country is a matter of question. It is said 
that the complaint has been general over 
the country because of the change. The 
authorities explain the change by saying 
that incompetent forecast officials over the 
country would make predictions in conflict 
with the general] prediction from the Wash- 
ington headquarters. 

An innovation which is contemplated by 
the weather bureau people in Washington 
is to establish kite stadions at the principal 
points in the United States. This will be a 
unique addition to Atlanta’s weather bu- 
reau. The kites will be provided with self- 
registering barometers, wind registers and 
thermometers. They will fly at a high alti- 
tude and will be connected with the instru- 
mertts in the Office by a wire. The chang- 
ing conditions can be foretold better the 
higher the instruments, and by flying the 
kites high in the air we will be able to 
know what is coming. There will be twenty 
of these kite stations over the country and 
the information gained from each will be 
telegraphed to Washington. Mr. Moore 
thinks that this will be a great help in 
rnaking the predictions.

Knoxville, Tenn., January 4.—Thomas 
Lennehan, engineer, and Fireman Denham, 
working on a fast freight on the Cincin- 
nati Southern, were istantly killed by the 
explosion of the boiler of the locomotive 
this morning. 

The explosion occurred twenty-seven 
miles from Harriman at about 11:4 o’clock 
this morning. Train No. 32, the fastest 
freight train between Chattanooga and 
Cincinnati, was running at a high rate of 
speed, the train being a double header, 
having two engines attached on account 
of heavy grade at this point, when the 
boiler of one of the engines exploded. 

Engineer Lennehan was killed outright, 
Fireman Denham received fatal injuries 
and died about two hours after the t:me the 
accident occurred.

The cars 
were torn-in small. pieces and the freight, 
a great deal of which was perishaple, was 
thrown to the four winds.

The eubfect of Egyptology is one that of 
late years has become extensively popular 
with the up-to-date students, and a num- 
ber of Atlanta’s bright women have been 
searching for all books on the subject 
within their reach. The Atlanta Woman's 
Club its finst year had in the section of 
iterature and art, under the direction of 
Mrs. Henry B. Tompkins, a most interesi- 
ing course in, Egyptian art. and from time 
to time one héars the subjcct touched upon 
in various ways.

Charles Dudiey Warner, honorary 
viee president, and with such men identi- 
fied with it as Sir Francis Grenfel, Profes- 
sor Petrie. and Professor A. A. Sayce. 

When it is considered that Mrs. Buck- 
man has in a little over a year’s time be- 
come foremost among scholars who have 
svent vears in the study of Egyptology, 
and that she has attained her position by 
comparatively little study, ft would seem 
that the theosophists have an excellent sub- 
ject upon which to base their principle of 
reincarnation.

FIRST SALE OF MASON PROPERTY 


Was Levied on in Favor of Commis- 
sioners of DeKalb. 


A small part of the property of J. A 
Mason, the defaulting treasurer of DeKalb 
county, was sold by Sheriff Nelms yester- 
day. This is the first of the property of 
the ex-treasurer to be put up to satisfy 
the shortage which occurred tin his books 
when he went out of office Th 1894.
